ASI candidates debate in library quad

The forum, organized by cur- 
rent ASI officers, was intended to 
give both students and candidates 
a chance to meet each other. 

During the forum, which was

moderated by ASI Vice President of 
Finance Richard Edgar, the candidates 
answered questions prepared by Edgar 
and ASI Vice President of University 
Affairs Jill Murphy. 

The candidates had no prior 
knowledge of what the questions 
would be. 

All the candidates were asked the 
questions of “Why did you run for 
this office?” and “How will you serve 
CSUS students if you don’t win?” 


After the forum the two presidential ° 


candidates answered the question of 


why they were running for office. 
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“I am running for this office be- 
cause I want to have a voice in what 
goes onin ASI. I wantto beadriving 
force in what happens next year, in 
order to make positive things hap- 
pen, said Eric Renner, candidate 
for ASI president and current Safe 
Rides director. 

“Tam running because I know I 
can do the job as president due to 
my experience working with ASI 
and the University,” said Sandra 
Schlemmer, candidate for office 
of the president and current ASI 
executive vice president.

A forum to allow students and fac- 
ulty in the Journalism and Communi- 
cation Studies departments to discuss 
the dissolution of the Journalism de- 
partment is scheduled for Wed., April 
17. 

The Communication Studies fac- 
ulty met Wednesday afternoon to de- 
cide how to proceed regarding the pro- 
posal to dissolve the Journalism de- 
partment and place its programs within 
Communication Studies. Several is- 
sues were brought up and decided, 


including a decision which would al- 


low students’ concerns to be voiced for 
the first time in the discussion to dis- 
solve the Journalism department. 

The faculty empowered its depart- 
ment chair, Dr. Bill Owen, to create a 
negotiating team to collect concerns 
and preconditions regarding the pro- 
posal. 

Second, the faculty in attendance 
unanamiously endorsed the idea of a 
forum for students and faculty of both 
departments. This forum would allow 
students and faculty to voice their con- 
cerns and fears about the proposed 
integration of Journalism’s degree pro- 
grams. The faculty present at the meet- 
ing waived department operating rules 
in order to be able to vote to approve 
this forum as soon as possible. 

“What’s important here is whatstu- 
dents are thinking, and what we can do 
to allay any fears, genuine fears, of 
students,” professor Peter Nwosu said. 

Finally, the faculty began a pending 
motion to be settled at its next meeting. 


via e-mail by one of the people who 
participated in the chat rooms on 
March 20. Dr. Owen met with Arts 
and Sciences Dean Bill Sullivan on 
March 27, at which time he was told 
to discontinue all use of SacLink 
until further notice. 

“I stopped the personal use im- 
mediately,” Owen said. “Itbecomes 
obvious when it’s brought to your 
attention...lagreed this was an inap- 
propriate use of university facili- 
ties.” 

Owen said the messages, which 
numbered in the hundreds, were 
sent both on his own time from his 
home and while in his office at 


The motion, if approved, allowed for 
the negotiation of a memorandum of 
understanding among the university, 
the Journalism department, and the 
Communication Studies department. 
It concerns the integration of the cur- 
rent Journalism program (Journalism 
and Government-Journalism degrees), 
named faculty (Department Chair Mike 
Fitzgerald, Shirley Biagi, Sylvia Fox, 
Robert Humphrey, Audrey Moore and 
Leigh Stephens) and current resources 
(including the State Hornet and Capi- 
tol Campus News) into the department 
of Communication Studies. 

This was the first meeting the Com- 
munication Studies faculty had to dis- 
cuss the proposal. Since the depart- 
ment operates under atwo-reading rule, 
no vote can take place on the issue until 
the department has had another meet- 
ing. That meeting is scheduled for 
Wednesday, April 24. 

The Communication Studies fac- 
ulty voiced many concerns regarding 
the proposed move, from the allocation 
of resources and assistants to the ef- 
fects the proposed move would have 
on the faculty. 

“T feel like a 500-pound canary has 
tweeted and wecan’tdo anything about 
it,’ Nwosu said. “Journalism will bring 
in two degree programs and that means 
we’ II be operating outside the Commu- 
nication Studies core. The question is 
how the two will meld together. It’s 
also an oppurtunity to put Broadcast 
News into Journalism and separate it 
from our core.” 

Other people, however, read the 
situation differently. 

“We should be extending our wel-

staff were involved,” said Ann Reed, as- 
sistant vice president for public affairs at 
CSUS. 

Reed said the university views Owen’s 
actions as misuse of school property. Had 
the events taken place via a private ac- 
count through a service such as America 
Online, there would be no problem. Be- 
cause Owen used the on-line services pro- 
vided by the university, it is seen as a 
misuse of taxpayer property. 

“There are some gray areas, but this 
one’s pretty clear cut,” Reed said. 

Reed estimated Owen will be billed for 
under $100—a number arrived at by cal- 
culating three months of services by a 
private on-line service at$25 eachmonth— 


come to the Journalism faculty,” pro- 
fessor Larry Chase said. Chase wenton 
to suggest that a transition team of 
Communication Studies faculty and 
students be formed to work with Jour- 
nalism faculty and students to help 
them join the department. 

Professor David Martin, while fa- 
voring the merger, said the university 
could take another route to solve the 
governance problem in the Journalism 
department. 

“The only alternative the university 
has to the proposal is to ask that the 
program [Journalism] be put into re- 
ceivership and to hire an outside chair... 
It [the proposal] must be understood as 
an administrative government struc- 
ture issue,” he said. 

Martin, as did many others at the 
meeting, said he also wants written 
assurances on such important issues 
such as resources from the administra- 
tion. The Communication Studies fac- 
ulty said they are concerned that the 
administration may say one thing and 
do another, or the Communication Stud- 
ies department might be adversely af- 
fected by the move. Faculty members 
also said they wanted more time to 
consider the issues at hand. 

“We should not allow ourselves to 
be stampeded today at the 
administration’s behest,” Tom 
Knutson, department faculty member, 
said.

Conflict makes martial art movies good

There are certain elements integral 
to any good story whether it be fiction 
or non-fiction. A plot is necessary, as 
are characters and a point of view. 
There isan antagonist pitted against the 
protagonist giving rise to a key ele- 
ment: conflict. Conflict can come in 
many ways, some subtle and others not 
so subtle. Conflict can either be an act 
or an omission to act. The conflict can 
be with nature, family, friends, a dis- 
ease or pretty much anything else you 
can think of that puts men at odds 
against something. 

As part of the picture (or film), 
conflict is necessary to a really good 
story. Conflict in this context is actu- 
ally just violence, the fight scene or 
battle scene are obvious examples. 
Conflict andchase scenes could be said 
to be interchangeable, neither go any- 
where, but they do eat up time. As 
stupid as this all seems, it often works, 
and profitable movies are made on this 
basis. The trick is in the delivery. De- 
livered right, the audience will accept 
and possibly approve a film in which 
the only content is conflict. Delivered 
wrong, it is just called more mindless 
violence. Mindless drivel either way,the 
only difference is one sells and the 
other doesn’t. 

The combination low budget pro- 
ductions usually strive for, is a blend 
short on dialogue and plot, but high on 
action. Surprisingly, many are popular 
with the viewing public. A great ex- 


ample of movies that offer nothing 
other than conflict are Martial Arts 
movies. Bruce Lee was able to make a 
few excellent movies, Enter The 
Dragon and Return of the Dragon, 
which werecommercial successes. But 
because they didn’t cost all that much 
to make and returned an enormous 
yield on the investment in production, 
they spawned a multitude of imitators. 
Every time a movie is made with this 
combination, low cost and high return, 
the fast buck operators come out from 
undemeath the rocks and try to getinon 
the action. 

Biker movies were that way after 
Dennis Hopper and Peter Fonda made 
Easy Rider for next to nothing. And 
who knows how many movies made 
the dead come alive after the George 
Romero’slow budgethorror flick, Night 
of The Living Dead, became a hit. 
However, nothing could compare, ei- 
ther in quantity or lack of quality, to the 
exploitation of Martial Arts movies 
that has occurred. They all have basi- 
cally the samestory line, the actors fake 
beating each other up, in ways that 
would kill a normal man, until enough 
film is used up and they have whatthey 
can pass off as a “movie.” Most are 
humdrum films that are doing well to 
get second billing at rundown drive- 
ins. Occasionally some catch on with 
the public because of an actor or the 
director comes up with a new angle. 

One particular subject that took off 
was the ninja. Black clad Martial Arts 
experts with magical skills gave rise to 


such trash as American Ninja, but be- : 


fore you knew it the latest kid’s rage 
was over green ninjas, turtle ninjas to 
be exact. 

But believe it or not (you have to 
believe it, it’s true) there are much 
worse movies about Martial Arts than 
a turtle flick with a rat for their master 
and an unsatiable appetite for pizza. A 
great example is Chuck Norris in mov- 
ies like Lone Wolf McQuade. Now 


Norris may have been a great martial 
arts champion, but the man cannotact. 
Lighten up Chuck (upchuck), you look 
and act so serious, not to mention stiff 
and self conscious. Occasionally he 
improves, but thenhe looks completely 
lost, like he can’t remember his lines 
and is miserable because they keep the 
cameras rolling. 

This is still far from the bottom of 
the barrel for this genre, however. 

For sheer “‘makes you wantto puke,” 
watch the The Karate Kid. The wise old 
master (Pat Morita) and his dedicated 
young student (Ralph Macchio) is pretty 
hokey. The only things worse are the 
Hong Kong cheapies where every plot 
has a young Martial Arts expert taking 
on warlords because the warlord killed 
his teacher. 

And more keep coming. Jean- 
Claude Van Damme was pretty good at 
first, but like the rest of the genre, his 
movies are basically remakes of the 
first, and clowns like Steven Seagal 
seem to actually take themselves seri- 
ously. Even Sylvester Stallone’s end- 
less Rocky garbage didn’t sink to the 
levels of stupidity his Rambo movies 
did. 

This is not to say that martial arts 
movies are all bad, it is to say- the 
movies made tocash-in on the surge of 
popularity of the various martial arts in 
recent decades are in most cases worse 
than bad. But the better movies of this 
genre are not the ones that most of us 
see. The reason for thisis that the actors 
in the better movies are not well known 
and thus their movies are not promoted 
as much as a film with say Chuck 
Norris. Advice to students who still 
have a mind: even if it is only func- 
tional now and then, don’t waste those 
precious moments of clarity on some- 
thing more confused and trite than your 
love life. If the urge to see a martial arts 
movie overcomes you, take the time to 
find one that is made for the art and not 
for the possibility of exploiting it.

The lyrics aren’tespecially opimistic Sid Sléetak bil hsiediing to this récbrd 
you can’t necessarily tell—just as was often the case with Black Happy. The 
music is justaggressive and upbeat enough for the times when you wantto release 
some energy, yet also laid back enough for when you want to listen to something 
with substance and not fall asleep. 

The 12 songs, although each with an identity of it’s own, carry the similar 
distinction of raw, sometimes odd, guitar riffs with solid, thumping rhythm. 
Hemenway’s vocalscan go from low and throaty to loud and pleading. The range 
of vocal styles keep the songs, and the record itself interesting and pleasing. 

Track 12, “Polly Fector,” is a whopper. Running seven minutes and 53 
seconds, it starts out soft, then picks heavily up, then softens, then picks up, then 
ends. Whew. 

If you’re a Black Happy fan or a fan of good, raw, guitar-driven alternative 
rock, pick this album up, then play it again and again.

This album can be classified as alternative, though instruments take the 
forefront that one doesn’t necessarily find on other alternative albums suchas the 
flute, french horn, trumpet, clarinet, and other uncommon instruments.

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ASI candidates, board members hold round table discussion

Campus safety, school spirit and 
elimination of the position of vice presi- 
dent for University Affairs were the 
significant points of interest at around 
table discussion among the 1996-97 
candidates for the ASI Board of Direc- 
tors and current Board members Mon- 
day afternoon in the Pub. 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
discuss the needs and will of the stu- 





dents, said ASI President J.P. Werlin. 
The discussion by the candidates and 
Board members included the effective- 
ness of the position of the vice presi- 
dent for University Affairs. 

“AtfirstI was unsure of the purpose of 
the VP of University Affairs, but I now 
realize it is crucial to ASI running 
smoothly,” said Brian Cooley, candidate 
for the Director of the School of Social 
Science & Interdisciplinary Studies. 

Jeff Hamblin, unopposed candidate 
for the VP of University Affairs said

Sacramento Stateneedsmoreschool spirit 
and student involvement. 

“We (ASI) could paint the school 
purple and no one would even care,” 
Hamblin said. Sacramento State’s image 
is suffering from low community in- 
volvement, he said. 

“Half of my learning experience in 
college has been outside of the class- 
room,” Hamblin said. In support of the 
University Affairs position, Hamblin said 
CSUS needs more support from its 
alumni. “Let me do the dirty work,” he 







said. 

Eric Renner, candidate for ASIPresi- 
dent, said he is not convinced of the 
need for the position. 

“As a student, I have not felt the 
benefits of University Affairs,” he said. 
It would be more beneficial to elimi- 
nate the position, Renner said, and del- 
egate the responsibilities of University 
Affairs among other positions on the 
Board. 

Campus safety, especially lighting, 
was a concern also raised, however, the 
lack of sufficient funds to provide more 
lights inspired the discussion of alterna- 
tive security measures. Cooley said he 
supports the idea of the Hornet Guardians 
as an evening patrolling service provided 
by paid, uniformed students. 

“Tt could encourage new students to 
cometoCSUS, join ournightclasses, and 
it puts money in students’ pockets,” 
Cooley said. 

Another concer was the lack of com- 
munication among students, faculty and 
staff. Sandy Schlemmer, candidate for 
ASIPresident, said she supports initiating 
an Internet chat-line for ASI because it 
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would allow “interaction between stu- 
dents who would not normally interact 
with one another.” 

“We're going into the information 
age,” said Devin Cook, candidate for 
Director for School of Engineering and 
Computer Science. “Inmy dream school, 
all students would be required to take a 
computer information course,” he said. 

All of the candidates agreed going 
online would benefit CSUS students, es- 
pecially the students who attend night 
Classes. 

“Sac State is two different campuses 
between daytime and night time,” 
Hamblin said. 

Going on-line would enable those 
students who are unable to communicate 
with ASI during the day, to ask questions 
and express their concerns at their conve- 
nience. 

Members andcandidatescommended 
the efforts of Green Thunder, an organi- 
zation that attempts to promote school 
spirit. 

“Green Thunder is a great organiza- 
tion... It should have been here 10 years 
ago,” Cooley said. 

Plans to refurbish the Pub dominated 
a portion of the round table. Cooley sug- 
gested that making the Pub a more enjoy- 
able place to go would encourage stu- 
dents to stay on campus after sporting 
events and other functions rather than 









going to other local off-campus establish- 
ments. 

Geoff Sakala, candidate for Director 
of School of Business Administration, 
made a suggestion to take out the tables 
and chairs in one section and make it a 
dance floor. 

Other suggestions included refurbish- 
ing the Pub with fresh paint and mounting 
school memorabilia on the walls, as well 
as extending hours of operation. 

Candidates who attended were: Eric 
Renner, President; Sandy Schlemmer, 
President; Kirsten Mann, Executive Vice 
President; Jeff Hamblin, Vice President 
of University Affairs; Jennifer O’Neal, 
Director, Post baccalaureates; Geoffrey 
Sakala, Director, School of Business Ad- 
ministration; George Perry III, Director, 
Engineering and Computer Science; 
Devin Cook, Director, School of Engi- 
neering and Computer Science; and Timo- 
thy Delgado, Director, School of Natural 
Sciences & Mathematics. 

A final debate is scheduled for 
Monday, April 15 at noon, in the quad, 
near the Pub. Students are encouraged 
to attend, as well as vote, on April 16 
and 17 between 8 a.m. and 7:30 p.m. at 
one of the following locations: In front 
of Taco Bell/Togo’s, in front of the 
Parking Garage, on the walkway from 
the Union to the Quad, in the Library 
Breezeway, and in front of Lassen Hall.

BOSTON (AP)—Paralyzed Bos- 
ton University hockey player Travis 
Roy came home to New England a 
day early Wednesday aftertwomonths 
of rehabilitation for the spinal cord 
injury he suffered seconds into his first 
college hockey game. 

Roy beamed as he wheeled him 


self through Logan International A= ~ 


port after flying from Atlanta with his 
parents. He planned to spend a few 
days in Boston visiting friends before 
retuming home to Yermouth, Maine. 

“T’m home,” he said. 

He had said all along that he 
wanted to be home in time for his 
sister's wedding. He made it. The 
wedding is later this month. 

Roy was discharged a day ahead 
of schedule from the Shepherd Cen- 
ter, where he had been undergoing 
intense therapy since Feb. 5. In At- 
lanta, he learned how to use a voice- 
activated computer and a wheel- 
chair controlled by puffing on a 
straw. He also got to scuba dive in 
the hospital’s swimming pool. 

“Tt actually went very quickly,” 
Roy said. “The Shepherd Center is a 
great place, great people. Spirits 
down there are very high. As you 
can tell, I’m a lot different from 
when I left.” 

“I’m excited to get back to a 
normal life and start living again.” 
Nearly six months have passed

since Roy was injured just 11 sec- 
onds into his first game with the 
Boston University hockey team. He 
missed a check and fell head-first 
into the boards and couldn’t get up. 

Doctors have said Roy will regain 
some use of his right arm but he has no 











iés at Boston University. 

Afterthe fluke accident, Roy’s No. 
24 jersey became a fixture behind the 
Terriers’ bench. He actually traveled 
to Albany, N-Y., to watch his team- 
mates defeat Clarkson on their way to 
aFinal Four berth. Michigan knocked 
BU out of the semifinals and captured 
the NCAA championshipa weeklater. 

Travis also has spoken with actor 
Christopher Reeve, who also suffered 
a paralyzing spinal cord injury. And 
he met the other Boston-area college 
hockey player who ended up para- 
lyzed and at Shepherd. 

John Gilpatrick of Suffolk Uni- 
versity fell backward during a game 
in January in the same arena where 
Roy had been hurt. He slammed his 
head against the net, reinjuring his 
neck severely enough to leave him 
aquadripalegic. Gilpatrick had bro- 
ken his neck playing hockey in high 
school but returned to the ice two 
years later. 

Gilpatrick remains in treatment 
at Shepherd.

The Communication Stud- 
ies department has scheduled a 
forum for joint discussion be- 
tween Journalism and Commu- 
nication Studies students, fac- 
ulty and staff on Wed., April 17 
at noon in Mendocino 3011. 

The department should be 
commended for such a quick 
response ad desire to involve 
everyone in what could become 
a very complicated process. 

‘They should also be com- 
mended for giving students an 
Opportunity to voice their ques- 
tions and concerns. This truly 
could be a situation where stu- 
dents DO come FIRST. 

Wewillhaveto wait and see, 
however. 

The Communication Stud- 
ies faculty met for an hour and 
a half on Wednesday, going 
into deep conversation about 
everything from the smarmy 
tactics of the administration to 
the inability of the Journalism 
department to govern itself. 
They did not lose sight, how- 


ever, of the students. 

Several cited conversations in 
the halls already this week with 
students on both sides of the is- 
sues. Clearly, they said, there is 
too much confusion. And too few 
answers. 


Will the planned forum pro- 
vide all of the answers? Perhaps. 
Perhapsnot. The likelihood would 
increase if several key members 
of the administration were to par- 
ticipate. Jolene Koester, vice presi- 
dent of Academic Affairs, who 
made the original announcement 
of the “merger” to both depart- 
ments, should attend the forum, 
just as Dean of Faculty and Staff 
Affairs, David Wagner should. He 
needs to allay the concerns of the 
faculty and staff involved. 

Should President Gerth free up 
his schedule, it could be beneficial 


for him to attend as well. Atten- 
dance at his “forum” with stu- 
dents on March 28 was 
embarassingly low (two stu- 
dents attended), so this would 
provide a potential room full of 
students more than willing to 
enter into effective dialogue in 
order to achieve the most ap- 
propriate solution. 

Attendance should not stop 
with administrators, though. 
EVERY faculty member in 
bothdepartments should attend. 
Classes in both departments 
during that time should be can- 
celled and every student in both 
departments should attend. This 
isthe opportunity for the voices 
of allthose involved to be heard. 

Brushing this opportunity off 
could be extremely detrimental 
to the strides already made. 

A forum like this is a prime 
example of proper communi- 
cation, which is necessary to 
solve problems such as this 
which is gripping both depart- 
ments.
